Advance In Surgery 


Fractured Collar Bone Can Now Be 


“Wired” For Quick Recovery 
'& Toronto’ Gdneral hospital sur- 


geon has developed a new “wiring” 
| Operation whereby the use pf a frac- 


tured collarbone is. restored within 
an hour, the Evening Telegram said. 

Method of the surgeon, a memiber 
of the University of Toronto depart- 
ment of surgery and who prefers to 
remain annonymous, hag been used 
also in the Toronto Hospital. for Sick 
Children with complete success, ‘the 
paper said. : : 

In the operation, a small cut is 
made in the skin over the collar-bone 
and a wire of fine steel is threaded 
into the spongy centre of the collar- 
bone. The fractured ends are man- 
ipulated until they are in a normal 
position and the wire is carried 
through, holding. the fracture to- 
gether. <A patient finds after the 
operation that he can move his. arm 
anl shoulder without pain. 

The old method of repairing the 


fracture is to tape and bandage the 


shoulder and arm for, a. period ‘of 
three to five weeks. During’ this 
time neither arm nor shoulder could 


be used. ; j 


North Pole Search 


Sir Hubert Wilkins Plans To Use A 
Pocket Submarine 

Sir Hubert Wilkins, Australian ,ex- 
plorer, is on his way to western Can- 
ada with plans to reach the North 
Pole in a pocket submarine, either 
up through the Mackenzie river or 
north along the Pacific coastline. 

If the Mackenzie route to the Arc- 
tic! is practical, Sir Hubert intends 
to ‘assemble his’ submarine at Ed- 


through the Bering straits. ‘Sir Hu- 
bert told reporters the war had 
caused ‘abandonment of his plans 
to build a 120-foot’ submarine. In- 


stead,: he will construct one measur-’ 


ing 48 feetin length by 8% feet in 
diameter. ‘Manned by four men, 
the craft will have an electrically- 
heated conning .tower with ‘which to 
melt its way through pack ice. 

Sir Hubert said that while in the 
Arctic he planned to study marine 
biology and,,meteorology.
